THEATRE/Mendel Kohansky 


Hanoch Levin 
improves on further 
acquaintance 


HANOCH LEVIN’S Jacoby and 
Leidenthal, as it is temporarily 
entitled, is the best play to come 
our way in a long time, in the 
opinion of most of those who 
write and speak publicly about the 
theatre. Audiences seem to share 
this opinion, because the play has 
been running to full houses since 
January. Last Tuesday I went to 
866 it for the second time. I 
wanted to discover how much 
truth there is in what they tell 
me about plays disintegrating af- 
ter a few weeks, as actors begin 
to play their parts sloppily, the 
sets get dirty and worn out from 
being carted about, the pace 
slackens. I also wanted to check 
my reactions against the impres- 
sion I had received on opening 
night, six months earlier. 


I was happy to find the show 
fresh and ΕΒ t, the actors beauti- 
fully integrated in thelr parts, 
and the set, consisting of next to 
nothing, in good shape. I was 
even happier to see an audience 
of young people actively react- 
ing to what was happening on 
the stage, laughing and applaud- 
ing and «together creating an 
atmosphere of tension in the 
theatre, 

“Seeing a ξροὰ show for the 
second time always useful; in 
fact, it is necessary if one wants 
to notice details which inevitably 
escape attention on a first visit. 
One of Levin's strongest points 
is his dialogue, the begullingly 
simple, short sentences which ii- 
luminate with flashes of insight, 
which decisively and cruelly cut 
through fat and flesh to expose 
the bone.

RELIEVED OF opening nights at 
this stage of a dying season, I 
also found time to re-visit Ha- 
gashash WHahiver ("The Pale 
Tracker"), the closest thing to a 
national institution in our world 
of entertainment.
